The food program, Randy and Catherine, the pigs 
and all their harrassment clues, all the tension of being 8 j?ugi- 
tlves holed up in a tract house v/as all such frustrating shit, 
especially knowing we weren't <Tolng to get Ossie and Bo out. I 
mean the only highs we got were from looking forward to the nest- 
actlbn, from seeing the few responses of righteous peonle like 
To^yndsend on TV and from seeing you change to become a comrade. 

We all have high (the highest) expectations of each other, and 
we get disappointed when our expectations fall short, but I won't 
ever forget the Inspiration that you v:ere to all el«ht of us and 
to all the strangers v;ho celebrated vrlth us. 


The three of us make more demands on each other than anyone 
ever has even in the cell before. There Is no one for us to rely 
on or sap off of. .It's clear that conditions aren't gplng tofall 
into our japs and nothing's going to be easy.

POPEYE JACKSON AKB SALLY VOYE : GHRONCLOGY OP EVENTS 

On June 3, 1975 the N’>'/LP Issued an open letter to Popeye 
Jackson and the people asking him to respond' to quest ions they 
had about his revolutionary practice. V/e recognize the serious- 
ness of the allegations in the letter and we believe that It 
vjaa Popeye' s responsibility to respond to them. It Is our 
Information that he fully Intended to do. this. 

Cn June (3, 1975 Popeye Jackson and Sally Voye v;ere executed. 
There was Immediate suspicion, especially within the U?U, that 
the action was carried out by police agents. Two days later a 
communique v/as delivered to the San Francisco Chronicle by a 
group claiming the action in the name of the NWLF. The communlt:ue - 
said that Popeye had been executed for working as a pig Sq-ent. 

UPU’s response to the conrnunlque was a denunc lat loii of the FtTP. 

The next day the irJLF Issued a communique denying resoonslbilj.t’' 
for the act. They restated their allegations against' Popeye , 
explaining that any evidence they had v;as not enough to warrax’: 
them carrying out an execution. They called on the people -who 
ca.rrled out the action to present evidence that would prove 
that Popeye deserved to be executed.

But v/hen the communique 
arrived v;hlch claimed res’porisibility for the execution, UPU 
seamed to i/znore the 'oast practice of the pigs and forget •ti;e past 
practice of the NWLF*. The Kevf V/orld Liberation Front has demon- 
strated a high degree of tactical sophistication and political 
understanding in all their actions. The superficial quality of 
this first coromunlque should not have led the UPU to conclude 
absolutely that the NWLF executed Popeye. Only days before the 
execution v/as carried out, at least 100 counter-intelligence 
agents under the pseudonym of "U.S. Treasury Agents" were sent 
from V/ashington D»C. to the San Francisco Bay- Area. Their 
directive v/as to destroy and discredit guerrilla forces in the 
E3.y Area, specifically the NV/LF. Since the arrival of these 
agents, Popeye Jackson was murdered under suspicious circum- 
stances and a powerful anti-personnel bomb v/as discovered at 
a high school graduation In San Jose. 

V/e cannot discount the possibility that these acts were 
carried out by the enemy to destroy the prison movement and 
discredit guerrilla forces. Revolutionaries must be committed 
to maintaining objectivity in a.nalyzlng guerrilla actions. 

They must recognize the past practice of both the guerrilla 
forces and the alg agencies and be vigilant about discerning 
the differences between the tv/o. Only through mutual support/ 
criticism v/ill revolutionaries on the different front.s be able 
to mlntaln the unity necessary for our movement's survival 
and its ultimiito victory. 
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"Settle your quarrels, oonie tO;v;ether, urnlerstand 
ti;e reality of our situation, unc.orstr.nd that 
fasclsrn is already here, that people are already 
dylnf;: v^ho could be saved, that generations rcore 
vrill die or live poor butchered half-lives if 
you fail to act.

1 : The Board of Education has taken 
upon itself the role of formin?^ and supportins a special 
political police force to occupy and patrol the schools in 
our cities. The vast Black, Ghicano, Aslan and conscious 
v^hlte youth communities of the Oakland- Berkeley area under- 
stand that this newest extension of police surveillance Is 
patterned after fascist Amerikan tactics of genocide, murder 
and imprisonment practiced ty Amerikan financed puppet govern- 
ments in Vietnam, the Philippines, Chile and South Africa. 

We recognize that the school system censors and controls 
what v/e read, and that the special political police foi'ce 
is to censor and control what we say and do. 

Indictment No. 2 : The Boaj^d of Education has taken 
upon itself the role of forming and supporting the Imple- 
mentation of blo-dosslers through the Forced Youth Identi- 
fication Program. This photo Identification program, v/ith 
the addition of composite files. Is patterned after the 
system of apartheid In South Africa. These blo-dosslers 
classify our youth according to color and "criminal tenden- 
cies" (the will to be free) and seek to eliminate all our 
valiant freedom fighters by "relocating" (incarcerating) 
them in such concentration camps as Tehachapi Prison. Under 
the Preventative Crime Act such concentration camps have 
the authority to incarcerate our youth from the age of 15 - 
for an "Indefinite" period of time. • The Preventative Crime 
Act stipulates that any youth displaying violent or "crim- 
inal" potential or the possibility of violent or "criminal” 
potential in the future, in other words, any youths who 
oppose the current system of censored political police 
state education and seek to organize against It are to bo 
classified as dangerous and either disarmed, shot or Impri- 
soned for expressing their rights to be free a,nd defending- 
the rights to freedom of their fellow brothers and sisters. 

Indictment No. 3 ! The Board of Education has taken 
upon Itself the role of supporting and taking part In the 
Implementation of the Internal 'Warfare Identification Com- 
puter System, ^he Internal Warfare tapes are based in the 
FBI’s master computer system. Each state Is required to 
feed this main computer system with Information from the 
composite files on individuals who have expressed political 
views that may be regarded as differing from those of the 
fascist ruling class. Members of liberation movements and 
organizations, as well as single Individuals, are identified 
through photographs and blo-dosslers supplied. In the case of 
our youth, the Boards of Education and public school 
systems In our cities, ^he racist nature of the Internal 
'Warfare Identification Computer System Is clear since 
Blacks and other minorities v;ho refuse to serve the rich 
ruling class are automatically classified as potentially 
violent and "criminal". The CIA-ITT financed Junta govern- 
ment in Chile uses similar blo-dosslers to murder all iden- 
tified people vjho oppose the military take-over there or 


who dc not asrve and support the interests of the ’wealthy. 
Similar prof;,rama are carried out by the governments financed 
by Amerika and Its military corporate enterprises through- 
out the v/orld In the lands of the robbed; Vietnam, the 
Philippines, Chile, Brazil, Uruguay, South Africa are some 
prime examples. 


The Black, Chlcano, Aslan and conscious ViThlte youth 
in our conuaimlties recognize the Importance of the Cakland- 
Berkeley area to the liberation struggle of all oppressed 
people. We kno’w that the ruling class must seek to stop 
the revolutionary community here before the ruling class 
can regain its arm of control around the struggling and 
oppressed people of the world. 

We understand that the definition of a fascist govern- 
ment necessitates the elimination of all who oppose its 
controls. Vie know that the school system does not educate 
us, but rather it lies to us In an attempt to perpetuate 
the Interests of the rich .ruling class. News of the success- 
ful liberation struggles of our brothers ■ and' sisters through- 
out the v/orld is stifled because the eneniy fears our kno^^- 
ledge of the fact that a truly determined people can never 
be defeated. V/e reject totally the ruling class values 
of personal material gain and competition among ourselves, 
and we Icnow that the eneny fears our understanding of the 
fact that “nothing is more precious than freedom." The 
nyth of a high-style superfly life and fashion show (a 
capitalist rip-off) does not svjay us, for we kno’w that the 
fascist government of Amerika supplies the dope and the 
clothes and vrants us to spend the rest of our lives paying 
for them. V»'e are v^ell aware that a fascist government will 
alv.'ays allow some of us to get high, while the rest of us 
go to concentration camps, and none of us are free. 

It is clear that Dr. Foster and slderaan, deputy super- 
intendent Robert Blackburn, represent the rich ruling class 
and big business , and not the children and youth of our 
communities. The school system which they represent and 
serve does not teach us or address Itself to the needs of 
our survival, but rather perpetuates the values of big 
business and the wealthy. Under the current system, the 
ruling class is educated to exploit, and our children and 
youth are educated to serve. We are not deceived ty the 
superintendent and deputy. Robert Blackburn is a former 
director of education for the Peace Corps in Eiast Africa. 

The Peace Corps, as well as USAID are promoted and financed 
as a front for the CIA, and have long been arms of Araerlkan 
imperialist and racist oppression and genocide. Dr. Foster 
is a former member of the Philadelphia Crime Commission, 
and nov/ his advancement within the fascist process found 




him aa initiator, promoter and supporter of political police 
units, armed with riot shotguns, to patrol our schools. 

The Oakland- Berkeley area is considered potentially 
dangerous to the Amerikan ruling class j that is >rhy it 
has been selected for the political police force v/ithin 
the schools and the Forced Youth Identification Program. 

Let it be known to those who sign for tr.e implementation 
of these fascist programs, that the death of our me^nchild 
comrade youth, l4-year old Tyrone Guyton, murdered on 
November 1st by three goons from the Emeryville political 
police patrol, is NOT FORGOTTEN. Tyrone fell victim to the 
racist eneny who is instituting programs such as those 
initiated by Marcus Poster and Robert Blackburn aimed at 
the control, imprisonment, execution and genocide of Blacks 
and other' minorities. Let it be kno'm to those v/ho sign 
for the implementation of these fascist programs, that they 
sign their ovrn death warrants. Vfe of the Black and other 
revolutionary youth communities have for too long seen the 
eneny prostitute our mothers, imprison our fathers, shoot 
our brothers and sterilise our sisters. Vfe have learned 
from these lessons; therefore, notice is hereby served on 
the eneny political police state and all Its lackeys that 
v^e hold as an example to follow the courage of our slain 
comrade-in-arms, Jonathan Jackson, and we call, upon our 
mothers, fathers, sisters and brothers saying, TO THOSE "JHC 
V/CULD PEAR THE HOPES AND FUTURE OF CUR PEOPLE, LET THE YCIOE

Greetings, iny cororade Glstera and brothers; all love, 
povrer and freedom to you. 

I am very glad to have this ooport unity to speak to 
you, even though I loiow that what ^ am feeling oannot be 
completely expressed in v;ords. You may have heard of me, 
not because I am any more important than any of you, but 
simply because my former name has been in the news lately. 

My name was Nancy Ling Perry, but true name is Pahlzaho 
V/hat that name means is one v/ho is victorious, and I am one 
who believes in the liberation and victory of the people 
because I have learned that what one really believes in is 
ViThat v/lll come to pass. 

So, my name is pahlzah, and I am a freedom fighter In 
an informat ion/lntslligence unit of the United Federated 
Forces of the Symblonese Liberation Army. I still am that, 
in spite of the fact that I am now belnp: sought. for a t>Dll~ • 
tical action, and in spite of the fact that two of my closest 
companeros are now chained in the Adjustment Center (the ' 
prison's prison) at San Quentin Concentration Camp. I am •• 
still with other members of the SLA, and I am hiding only 
from the enen^ and not from the people. , I have no inten- 
tion of deserting my commitment nor would I ever try to run 
away from it because I have learned that" there is no flight 
to freedom except that of an armed projectile. Although 
it la the practice of the Symblonese Liberation Arny to act 
rather than talk, I am compelled to speak because I wish 
to make clear my position and v:hy I am fighting. 

First of all, I think I should tell you something about 
my background and the evolution of my consciousness. 
Basically, J have three backgrounds: I have a work back- 
ground, a love background and a prison background. I'y prison 
background means that I have close ties and feelings i^lth 
our incarcerated brothers and sisters. What they have taught 
me is that if people on the outside do not understand the 
necessity of defending them through force of arms, then It 
is because these people on the outside do not yet realize 
that they are in an immediate danger of being thrown into 
concentration camps themselves, tortured, or shot dovm in 
the streets for expressing tnelr beliefs. What my love 
background has taught me v/as a v;hole lot of v;hat love is all 
about, and that the greater one's capacity for love is, 
the greater is one's longing for freedom. What ray vrork 


"background taught me Is that one ol' the things that every 
revolutionary docs Is to fight to get back the frtilts of 
her or his ovm labor and the control of his or her ov'n 
destiny. 

The experience of living In Anerlkkka has taught me 
the realities of v;hat fascism. Imperialism and genocide 
mean, and I have discovered the truth about our police state 
dictatorship, not because I studied about is In college, but 
because I see it everyday, and because truth is something 
that is honestly knovm as easily as beauty is seen. There 
is no need for me to relate here everything that I have 
seen, or everything that I am sure you are alread}' aware 
of. i am sura, mj'- sisters and brothers, that you realize 
that the government is in the rapid and steady process of 
removing the means of survival from the lov/er class and 
giving these benefits to the middle class in an effort to 
rally support from them. And as the government is removing 
these means of survival from the people, then naturally, 
the people v/ho have been robbed must in turn take back, vrhc^t 
rightfully belongs to them, and take back what they need 
in order to survive. This the current dictatorship calls 
a crime, whether they. take food from the grocery , store, or 
take to the streets to make a speech or take a gun in their 
hand to defend themselves. 

As a member of the Symblonese Liberation Army inforraa- 
t Ion/ intelligence unit, I fight against our common oppressor, 
and this I do v/ith my gun as well as my mind. I try to use 
my mind and ny imagination to uncover facta, so that v/hen 
the SLA attacks it vrlll be in the right place, and that the 
actions of the more experienced SLA combat units will truly 
serve to benefit the people and answer their needs. The 
action taken by the SIA combat unit in reference to the 
Oakland Board of Education vras a specific response to poli- 
tical police state programs and the failure of the Board 
to heed the rights and demands of the people in the community. 
The specific program was one of photo identification 
(similar to the system of apartheid In South Africa), bio- 
logical classification In the form of bio-dossiers v^hich 
classify students according to race and political beliefs. 
Internal warfare computer files, and armed police state 
patrols within the schools. Thorough intelligence opera- 
tions carried out by SLA information units obtained factual 
Information that Poster’s signature ’was the first to appear 
on the Nixon Administration Inspired proposal for armed 
police agents v^’ithin certain Oakland schools and various 
forms of computer classification of students. Further 
Intelligence revealed that Poster’s background included 
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siombership on the Philadelphia Crime Commlesion. Foster's 
sldeman, Blade burn, is a CIA agent. As director of Sdi<catlon 
in East Africa, he worked to implement test programs against 
Blade people there, and he trained other agents to carry 
them out so that he could return to this country and intro- 
duce those same programs here, I feel a need to explain 
this again because I want to make it clear that the SLA 
v/as not indiscriminant ly issuing death warrants for Foster, 
Blackburn or anyone else, but rather v/e v/ere attacking 
the programs and proposal of which they were the initiators, 
supporters and first signers. Such an attack was the only 
means left open to us to demand that the people's wishes be 
met, and that all such dangerous, genocldal programs be 
stopped. 

The government controlled media has made some referenc ; 
to the effect that this action was carried out by V/hlte, people 
made up in blaok face. Members of the SLA do not have to 
make up in black face in order to defend 'the Black community, 
since the SLA la a federation formed in the style of a revolu- 
tionary united nations ivhose commanding leadership is com- 
posed of representatives of the Black, Brown, Yeliov;, Red 
and Aliite communltlea. As revolutionaries v/e 'would never 
disguise ourselves ;by race because v^e v;ould never deliber- 
ately act in a manner that v:ould bring further 'police Inves- 
tigation onto any one race of peoples. But I vfould like' to 
ask — since when does one have to be Black in order to'^caro 
about the murder of 14 year old Tyrone Guyton 'by political 
police state death squads; since v;hen does one have to 'be 
White in order to feel for the starving children In Appalachia; 
since v/hen does one have to be Asian In order to care about 
the napaiming of children in 'Vietnam ; since when does one 
have to be Brovm in order to fight against the mass slaughters 
being conducted by the military junta in Chile???? Since 
v/hen???? Not since we have coma to realize that ,we are all 
one in struggle. 

I am a member of the Symbionese Liberation Army inf or- 
matlon/intelligence unit, and that means that my responsi- 
bility is to aid the combat units v;lth information and keep 
myself armed at all times. I am in a race to learn ho'w to 
fight because I am in a race to survive. SLA information/ 
intelligence units have a niilitary/political alliance with 
SLA combat units. What that means is that information 
units totally support armed struggle. All members of the 
SLA understand that politics are Inseparable from struggle; 

^Q-ct politics have no meaning v/lthout armed combat and 
information units to give politico a purpose. 
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The Symbionose Liberation Army l3 unlilce many exiotlns 
political organizations in this country vrhich support the 
armed liberation struggles of peoples throughout the world, 
but ’.7hen it comes to the struggle here in Amerlldcka, t'^sy 
consistently denounce militancy and revolutionary violence* 
and In so doing denounce one of the fev^ raeans left to the 
people to achieve their liberation. I believe that v.'hen- 
ever people are confronted with oppression, starvation and 
the death of their freedom that they want to fight. It 
has been the history of many political leaders to suppress 
this x^rill of the people and to pretend that the people 
will somehow-/ achieve their liberation without revolutionary 
violence. But the truth is that, there has never been a 
precedent for a non-violent revolution; the defenseless 
and unarmed people of Chile can testify to that. All 
members of the SLA recognize that we, right here in AmerikkVra, 
are in a state of war, and that in a state of war, all vnust 
be armed and understand the true meaning of self-defense. 

When any member of the people's army strikes out at the 
murderer of our people and. children we are doing so in self- 
defense; we are doing so because we are left no alternative r 
and force of arms is. now our only . means to affect 
revolutionary Justice. However, the natural instincts 'pf 
many people in our country have become perverted by the 
conditionings to which they have been subjected. They 'have 
been conditioned to be afraid of revolutionary violence.;' 

I no longer have these fears because as a comrade of mine 
named Osceola has taught me, "The only v/ay to destroy fear 
is to destroy the makers of fear, the murderer and the 
oppressor." 

Everyone in the SIA combat forces if offensively armed 
v.'ith cyanide bullets in all weapons that they carry. Up 
until today this had not been the case for SIA information/ 
Intelligence units or for any support units. At that time 
all units other than combat units were only defensively 
armed with hand guns and carried no cyanide bullets. 

Beginning January 11th, hov/ever, a directive was issued by 
the SLA and the Court of the People stating that as of xihat 
date, all units of the Symblonese Liberation Army Q-re to be 
heavily and offensively armed with cyanide bullets in all 
their weapons. I would like to convey the v/'ord. to my two 
captured corapanoros — you have not been forgotten, and you 
v/lll be defended because there has been no set tack and 
all combat forces are intact. 

There really are no words available to me to express 
what I feel about the capture of my two companeros. They 
are in a corjcentratlon camp now because none of us were 
offensive ’y armed, and because I v;as not aware that they 
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were under attack. But my beautiful brothers, as v/e havo 
sald jnany tiroes, v;e learn front our mistakes., and v/e learn 
from our active participation in strufjgle, not from politica 
rhetoric. 3o we v/on*t cry, but simply fight on and right on 
with that. A comrade of mine, Bo, says something that I’d 
like to leave you with, "There are two things to remember 
about revolution, we are going to get our asses kicked and 
we are going to v/in."

This court hereby notifies the public and directs all 
combat units in the future to shoot to kill any civilian v;ho 
attempts to witness or Interfer with any operation conduct- 
ed by the people’s forces against the fascist state. 

Should any attempt be made by authorities to rescue the 
prisoner, or to arrest or harm any S.L.A. elements, the 
prisoner is to be executed. 

The prisoner is to be maintained in adequate physical 
and mental condition, and unharmed as long as these condi- 
tions are adhered to.

cat-on that Patricia Campbell Hearst is alive and safe; 

The Symbionese Liberation Army is composed of miliLary/pcl 1- 
tlcal elements of many different liberation struggles and of vmany 
different races. Our unified purpose is to liberate the. orrressed 
peoples of this nation and to aid other oppressed people around 
the world in their struggle against fascist imperialism .-^nd the 
robbery of their freedom and homeland. Since this is the purpose 
en.d goal of the SLA, it is therefore clear to us, as it will be 
to all oppressed people, that our interest is to serve and defend 
the people and not ourselves, since the people shall alv/ays come 
first in our hearts and souls. 

The SLA has arrested the subject for the crimes that her 
mother and father have, by their actions, committed against v;e , 
the American people and the oppressed people of the v/orltii. In 
understanding this charge, we must first understand who the 
Hearsts are and who the^,’" serve and renresent, 

Randolph A, Hearst is the corporate chairman of the fascist 
media empire of the ultra right-wing Hearst corporation, which 
Is one of the largest propaganda instutions cf this present mili- 
tary dictatorship of the militarily armed corporate state that 
we now live under in this nation.

have interest and do gain profit from the robbery, oppression 
and genocide carried out bv fascist and' racist governments around 
the world and within the United States itself. The regents v/ith

Hearst vfas to give all that to the peopl/j 
such as the Shah of Iran and Howard Hughes he would 
suffer no losses.

suffering they are now under. 

The food plan proposed byyMr. Hearst is not at all acceotafcle 
as a ^sture of good faith in its present form. It shall be 
acceptable only in so far as it totally meets the soeclfl cations 
as listed in the following:

already allotted, making a total of $6 million to be used for 
the purchase of food. We recognize that at wholesale prices 
available to &Ir. Hearst and his designated "People In Need" 
charity organization, he will be able to feed all who come to 
receive food, 'ye specify wholesale prices here because weedo 

intend for Safeway or any other supermarket to make a profit 
from fee^^ the poor. Nor do we intend for this to be another 
program which subsidieos the food industry, 

million worth of food be dlstrl- 
buted In the cities of San Francisco, Oakland, East Falo Alto, 
HlefOTond, ban Jese, and Santa Rosa, That an adequate number of 
distribution centers be made available to various communities 
in these cities: San Francisco — Mission District, Chlnatowno 
Hunter’s Point, ’.Vestern Addition; Oakland — East and West, 
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3* That all fooria distributed be of top quality, Aiid 
that all canned floods and '‘ry fo-ds be Tnotched with ecuel arr.ounta 
of too quality fresh weatSj dairy products and produce. And 
that no attempt be made to distribute garbage or culls cr surplus 
storage foods or governm.ent ccntmod.lties to the people, 

4, That $70 beri^hvof food be given over a one-m.onth period, 
to each family coming to receive food. That is, by the end of 
one month* 3 time, a total of ^70 worth of focci will hove been 
given to each family. This Is to be done during the first month 
of operation of the program. If this means problems of the stor- 
age of food at the distribution centers, then it will be a nec- 
essity to have an expansion of the number of centers as vrell as 
the number of days and hours that the centers are open. It hsis 
always been the Intention of the SIA end the Court of the People 
that a substantial number of fanllles in several communities be 
able to receive an amount of food during this one -month period 
that tJould meet some of their needs in addition to assixr-ng that 
the people do not get another extended prosra.m which could be 
abandoned by the Hearsts at any time without the people haying 
ever really received anything, For we have no basis on vhich to 
formulate a trust that an enemy of the people could extend a • 
gesture fetr one year Sr for any on-going process. ■ Further It ia 
the decision of this Ccui*t that $6 a month for a :'’ear is in no 
vyay as beneficial as $70 for one month, 

5, No names shall be taken or any other form of identifica- 
tion or any addresses of any people who come to receive food. 

Any peorle xiho come to receive food shall get it. There sliall 

be absolutely no questionnaires, forms or any other type of 
program processing which people coining to get food should have 
to go throuj^i. And no form of identification or verflcatlon of 
need ether than a simple verbal request for food shall be required* 

6» That members of the coalition of the people’s ccmmunl- 
ty organizations and groups be made up of not only the six euainpl© 
organisations named, but any people’s organizations who wl ah to 
participate with the San Francisco Western Addition Project 
Area Committee known as WAFAC acting as chair if they so desire# 

And that this coalition act solely in the capacity as observers 
and coordinators and not negotiators between the SLA combat 
forces and Kr, Hearst to see to it that the aged and disabledc 
receive their food. And to see to It that no police agents In 
or out of uniform are allowed to be in the areas of food distri- 
bution or photograph or herrass the people. It is the coalition 
under the leadership of WAPAC who should see to It that the 
food program meets ovir specifications and that the distributions 
centers are run in the true spirit of revolutionary cooperatives 
with no bureaucratic overseers or hirelings,

cognize the meaning of the enen^ strategy, 'uVe must recognize 
that enemy propaganda and psychological warfare will be used 
out the struggle for freedom, V/e must combat enemy attempts 
to demoralize us, for In the face of the failure to achieve 
military solutions against the people* s army, the enemy must then 
stop up its efforts in the propaganda war.

ize, defeat and destroy him. loved to touch ncople with a 

strong -- not delicate -- embrace, Gabi taught me the patience 
nnd disc'.pline necessary for survival and victory, 

Zoya v/anted to give meaning to her name, and on her birth- 
dav she did, Zoya, female f^errilla, perfect love and perfect 
hate reflected In stone cold eyes, ^he moved viciously and \d th 
caution, understanding the peril of the smallest mistake. Ghe 
taught me, ’’Keen your ass down ^^nd be bad," 

Fahlzah was a beautiful sister v/ho didn't talk much but vhe 
was the teacher of many by hor righteous exam.ple . She, more than 
any other had come tc- understand and conquer the putrid disease 
of bourgeois mentality. She proved often that she v:as un-villing 
to compromise ivith the enemy^r because of her intense love for 
freedom. Fahizah taught me the perils of hesitati.cn -- to shoot 
fir st and make sure the pig is c3ead bef or- e splitting. She v.as 
wise and bad, ,nnd I'll always Icve her, 

Cinque loved the people with tenderness and respect. Zrioy 
listened to him when he talked because they knew that his love 
reflected the truth and the future. Cin knew that to live was 
to shoot straight. He longed to be v^ith his Black sisters and 
brothers, but at the same time he wanted to prove to Black 
neople that i'^Tiite freedom fighters are comrades- In-arms . Cinoue 
v/as in a race with time, believing that every minute must be 
another step foward in the fight to save the children, iie taught 
me virtually everything imaginable, but wasn't liberal with us.

front. The two dynamite-loaded ripe b^mbs v/ere to be used as 
fragmentation grenades to clear, a path through the cringing nigs 
who had started the blaze bv firing incendiary grenades into the 
h^use . 

Ctn, Pahizah, Zoya, Kahjoh, Gelina and Gabi died of smoke 
inhalati.on and burns before they could get outside. The pigs 
v-ant us to believe that the fire was started by the SLAj that 
it was caused by ShA molotov cocktails; or by accident from pig 
tear gas grenades. This is pig shit. The ShAT squad, Pol and 
LAPD would have had to go into the house themselves tc clear it 
out. They showed their true cov/ardlce hy usinc incendiary gre- 
nades to cause the fire that killed pur comrades. 

For those that don't know,- incendiary grenades burn at such 
an Incredible temperature that they melt steel and armor plate 
in a matter of seconds and are impossible to extinguish. 

The pigs want the neople to believe that the bad-ass tactics 
of the SLA guerrillas drove the fascists to use such barbaric force 
But v/e say that the SLA is a redaction to fascism. The uses

The rigs want the peorle to believe that General ^'ieid

On Frida?, May 17, 1974, a CIA. directed force of FBI agents, 
Los Angeles City, County and California State pigs, with air sup- 
port and reserve assistance from the United States Marine Corps 
ani the National Guard, encircled elements of the Malcolm X Com- 
bat Unit of the Symbioneoe Liberation Army. The result of the 
encirclement was that the people witnessed on live television 
the burning to death of sis of their most beautiful and coxsrago' 
eous freedom fighters by cowardly, fascist insects. In most 
oases whon an urban guerrilla unit is encircled by the enemy 
it can espect to take great losses, especially if the enemy has 
time to mobilize a massive force. 


Our sis comrades were not on a suicide mission, as the pigs 
would have us believe, %ey were attempting to break a battallon- 
sizod enelrclemant • By looking at the diagrams of ?here their 
bodies were found, it is clear that they had split into teamsci 
moved to opposite sides of the rear cf the house and were pro- 
par to move out of the house by force. The heavy automatic 
weapons fired from the front of the house ^as a diversionary tee- 


tlo to foroe tha pigs to concentrate some of their forces In ths 
front. The two d^amlto- loaded pipe boniba were to bo used as 
fragmentation grenades to clear a path through the cringing pigo 
who had started the blaze by firing Incendiary grenades Into the 
house* 

Cln, Pahlzohp Zoya^ Bahjoh» Oolina and Gabl died of smoke 
Inhalation and burns before they could get outside. The pigs 
want ua to believe that the fire tos started by the SLAj that 
It was caused by SIA molotov bocktalls; or by accident from pig 
tear gas grenades. This Is pig'e^lt. The SWAT squad^ P3I and 
lAPD would have had to go Into the house themselves to clear it 
out. They showed their true cowardice by using incendiary gre- 
nades to cause the fire that killed our comrades.

They i^st make people 
feel Isolated rrom each other and powerless* Fascism tries to do 
all th^se tWhgs through the brutal violence of the military po- 
lice forc^^t the lurking blg-brother presence of the FBI, CIA and 
their eomputer files, throuf^ media propaganda* 

Fascism tries to tell us we are fools to resist, because In 
end w® will be destroyed® If we wore only six people, they 
would bo correct, for they can destroy the lives of six, or 
nine, or even one hundred people. But the truth the pigs try so 
* desperately to repx^as Is oi^ the people are coming to understand 
only too wall* People are ridding themselves of the bovirgeois 
desire tc lead a long life, and Instead wish to flf^^t for a better,; 
more human life® Yes, repression breeds resistance® 

iJe nruat face the Inevitable truth that repression will grow 
more Intense as tho power hftaSS^y pigs see their grip slipping* 

Whites in this country have historically had a tendency to back 
off when repression intensified, feeling they could escape the 
vlsclous tentacles. For this reason, Black, Brown, Aslan and 
Indian brotiwrs and sisters have not trusted ^Vhites, feeling 
that they would desert the fight as it was Just beginning In 
order to save their own akin* These sisters and brothers were 
often proven correct® That Is why we say anyone who loves free- 
dom must prove this love thr^ough action, not words* 

So we are freedom fighters* We may be murdered, but whether 
we live or die, tho day Is close at hand when the people vtIH 
Join together in an army because thev wish to survive on their 
own terms, and the people will change tho course of history 
through their courage and determination® 
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To all thof^e whose fear la stronger than their hatred of the 
plg» I must say that tli© freedosi fighters do not bring ropression 
to your door. The fascist pig is responsible for thiSj> and soon 
even those of you with V^lta skins will lose your prlvilegeso 
The pig will no longer knock and be very polite, H© will shoot 
to kill. He will burn and rape. He will imprison and starve. 

Ho does this already In the ^ettoa of this count ry^, and will 
expand hla efforts to stay in his groed-fllled position of pcwer© 
And If people wish to survive, they will have to defend them- 
Mlves with as much rage as the pig would use ftgaingt them. 

Only In this way can the people In this country avoid the mass 
genocide that occiirred to Jews In Germany and leftists in Chile, 

To all those tAio have attes^ted to express their l^;^e for 
us by calling f<a* our surrender, we say, we must express our 
feelings of love only by continuing the fi^t. We renounce ous- 
c&ss and race privilege and say that we love no Individual moro 
than we love freedom, ‘ 

The fight has coat us of the SLA eight comradess six dead 
and two in concentration camps, as well as the death and Imprison*® 
mont of our comrades- In-arms of the BLA, the BGP and the Weather 
Underground, We clearly understand that the reality of revolu- 
tion will Include death and imprisonment, suffering and viol eaeOj) 
aa trell as victory* The price Is high, but wo accepted this 
reality when we picked up the gun for the first time and nodded 
yes to freedom, to love, to ll^:fl.ng. Because wo must endure the. 
suffering does not araan we have any doubt In the beauty of th© 
victory. 

Our comrades died the way they chose to live — fluting 
courageously. They did not compromise to the hundreds of Insceto 
crawling the eozsmunlty ^o resorted to burning them to death rather 
that faefing in battle the ruthless strength and eourgge of freedom 
fighters, 54th Street is not an end, but a beginning. 

All comrades, dead and alive. In prison and out, undorground 
and on thss> streets, aro calling on all the people to conquer tho 
fear and Join the battle, realising what can hapwen when 560 
pigs surround a house, and then are surrounded by 50 or lOG or 
500 irate niggers firing from their houses, alleyways, treetops 
and walls with a straight and fearless shot to bring down the 
helieppterp the SV7AT squad, the LAPB, the FBI, the neighborhood 
snitch. Consider the day ^en the pig won*t even enter the commun- 
ities of the armed people, ?/e’ve got to make the pig fear fos' 
his life, because he knows every eye behind every curtain in the 
ghettos, barrios and poor communities is sighting down the barrel 
of a piece ready to pull tho trigger at any moment. 
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There's been a lot of talk about wasted lives, referring to 
tha six dead bodies of our comrades anc to Tania, Teko and myself. 
The ironies of racist, fascist A:nerlkkka are once again reflected 
with sickening reminder, -here are no editorials written for the 
wasted lives of the brothers and sisters dally gunned doTm in 
the streets and prisons. The present uproar of white Amerlkkka 
over the fate of Patty Hearst was barely a mumiur, as hundreds 
of young man mostly Black and Brown, went off to die In Viotnamo 

Our past as middle class' white Amerikkkans was meaningless © 

It was truly wasted potential, filled with desparate pessimism 
that could feel the emptiness of capitalist Amerlkkka even before 
we could understand it. Our lives now are not easy of full of 
Joy, V/e may die. But our lives are real, because we see the 
truth and, the futtire. Right now the people are igniting the 
spark of a great prairie fire, and the flro-flghters will scon 
•be helpless against the freedom fighters because the flames will 
beoiSatoethelbat and deadly for their weak will to endure, and 
evil spirit will die with them in the ashes. 

Once again, my love to all the comrades. 


Greetings to the people* This is ¥ania. I v/ant to talk 
about the way I knew our six murdered comrades because the 
pig media has, of coiirse, been painting a typically distorted 
picture of these beautiful sisters and brothers. 

Kahjoh was the gentlest, most beautiful man I*ve ever kno^.no 
He taught me the. truth as he learned It from the beautiful bro- 
thers in California^ s concentration eampe. W© loved each other 
so much, and his love for the people was oo deep that he was wlllln-if 
to give hi a life for them. The name Kahjoh means ”uaconQuerabl£ <>” 

It was the perfect name for him. Kahjoh conquered life as well 
as death by facing them both and fighting. Neither Kahjoh or I 
had ever loved an Individual the wav we loved each others pro- 
bably because our relatlcnship wasn't based on bourgeois;} fucked 
up valuesc, attitudes and goals. Our relationship's foundation 
was ow eosaaltment to the struggle and our love for the people® 

It's because of this that I still feel strong and determined to 
fight. 


I was ri]^ped by th© pigs \?4ien they murdered Kahjoh, ripped 
off in the way that thousands of sisters and brothers In thi.s 

fascist ccuntry have been ripped off from people they love, V/o 
mourn and the sound of gunfire becomes sv/eeter® 

Galina was beautiful, Plro and Joy® She exploded with the 
desire to kill the pigs. She wrote poetry -- some of it on the 
walls of Golden Gate, all of It in the LA pig files now — that 
expresses how she felt. She loved the people more than her lov£ 
for any on© person or material comfort, and she never let her 
mind rest from the strategies that are the blood of revolutlono 
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Oellna v^ould havo yelled "Firepower to the People," If there v/asn^v: 
the need to oAiispar the words of revolution. We laughed, and cried 
and struggled together, ^he taught me how to fight the enemy 
within through her constant struggle with bourgeois conditionings 

Oabl crouched low with her ass to the ground, ^he prac<» 
tlced until her shotgun was an extension of her right end left 
arms, an impulse, a tool of survival, ^he understood the evil 
In the heart tf the pig and took the only road that could denoral^ 
lae, defeat and destroy him. She loved to touch people with a 
strong -- not delicate — embrace. Gabl taught me the patlenco 
and discipline necessary for survival and victory. 

Zoya wanted to give meaning to her name, and on her blr*th- 
day she did. Zoya, female guerrilla, perfect love and perfect 
hate reflected In stone cold eyes. She moved viciously and 
ooutlon, understanding the peril of the smallest mistake „ She 
taught me, "Keep your ass down and be bad." 

Fahizah was a beautiful sister who didn*t talk much. but who 
was the teacher of many by her righteous example. Sh®, rr-.or© than 
any other had come to understand and conquer the putrid dlseae© 
of bourgeois mentality. She proved often that she was imwilling 
to oompr orals© with the enany because of her intense love for 
freedom. Pahisah taugiht me the perils of hesitation — to ehoot 
first and make sure the pig la dead before splitting, She v.-ae 
wise and bad, and 1*11 always love her, 

Cinque loved the people with tenderness and reppect^ 'ihey 
listened to him when he talked because they knew that hla love 
reflected the ti^th and the futture. Cin knew that to live \7as 
to shoot straight. He longed to be with his Black sisters and 
brothers, but at the same time he wanted to prove the Black 
people that 'Ahlte freedom fighters are comrades -in-arms. Cinqp;© 
was In a race with tine, believing that every minute must be 
another stop foward In the fl^t to save the childi:* 0 n. He 
me virtually everything Imaginable, but wasn’t liberal v/lth us". 

He*d kick our asses if we didn’t hop over a fence fast enough or 
keep our asses down ^lle practicing, l^st importantly, ho ta'jight 
me how to show my love for the people. He helped me so© that gt"s 
not how long you live that’s important, it’s how we live, what 
we decide to do with our lives. On February 4th Cinque Ktumo 
saved mN” life* 

It was. beautiful to hear Gabl* a father. He understands. 

Gabl loved her father, and I Icnow that much of her strength csm3 
from the support he gave her. What a difference betwoen th© parents 
of Oabi and Kahjoh and my parents. One day. Just before making 
the last tape, Kahjoh and 1 were talking about the way ray parent© 
were fucking me over* H© said that his parents were still* his 
parents because they had never betrayed him, but my parents x.zvc 
really Malcolm X and Asaata Shakur. I'll never betray my parciitSi^ 
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I learned a lot from Cin end the conrades that died in that 
firs, and I*m still learning from them, live on in the 

hearts and minds of milllcns of people in fascist Amerikkka, 

The pig* s actions that ?riday evening showed just ho’.v scared they 
really are. They would have burned and bombed that entire neigh- 
borhood to murder six guerrillas. The SLA terrifies the pigs 
because it calls all oppressed people in this country to arras to 
fight In a united front to overthrow^ the fascist dictatorship. 

The pigs think they can deal with a handful of revc-lut ' onariesp 
but they know they can*t defeat the incredible po\78r which the 
people, once united, represent. 

It* s for this reason that we get to see — live and in 
color — the terrorist tactics of the pigs. The pigs saying, 
"Youfre next.” This kind of display, however, only serves to 
raise the people's consciousness and makes it easier for our 
comrade sisters and brothers tlirough out the country to connect a

All are possibilities* Perhaps we should bide our 
time building a stronger PMO* In the interim, there are political prisoners of war to be 
freed* Actions can be taken to help newly liberated territories create a socialist society 
by"" forcing the imperialists to pay reparations for the damage which they caused by their 
counter-revolutionary wars* We must try to anticipate the next Imperialist moves through

■With thene words, Popeye began his last speech in tio Chi Mihn Park on Hoy l8tt, 
in Berkeley, California. The rally was called to advance unity between the 
above and underground radical groups in the San Francisco Bay Area, and Popeye's 
speech started a wari 

"The questions I have, I want answers, particularly from my underground com- 
rades. Why aren't we instilling fear in the ruling class? We bomb buildings, 
we call, we warn them... at no time do the ruling class fear thene things be- 
cause none of them is dying., , I wonder why, when we drop bombs in buildings, 
particularly Bveyll Younger <35iate 'Attorney General), why don't we bomb him 
80 dead dogs can begin to becc*a afraid., , until we begin to adhere to these

things that these comrades ithe SIA) ore teacfiing us in their death, then and 
only then can we say tha t we are revolutionaries . • . " He went on to cri t iclzc 
the New World Uberation Front's actions in bombing a building at Snn liuentin 
by saying that they should have captured a pig instead^ held him in ransom for 
the release of captured comrades. 


Two weeks Inter, the NWLF responded with an open letter that was both angry 
and defensive. "Had we sufficient strength and backing-,-, .—we-dnmn sure would 






hove kidnnpped n rulinR class pig in exchange for the release of our com- 
rades... comrades trapped behind enemy lines must, and will, be liberated... 
by the above means." Popeye was charged with the revolutionary crimes of: 
urging people to premature acts, projecting a capitalistic image, trashing 
(destructive criticism) of comrades, jack of principled ideology, and, per- 
haps, working for the police as an informer or provocateur, since he had re- 
ceived privileged treatment by the coiirts and the parole board.. 


Five days later, Popeye and a kindergarten teacher, Sally Voyc, were executed 
in a barrage of bullets ns they sat in her car. The assassin blew Sally away, 
shot Popeye in the head at point blank range, ran up the narrow street, and 
disappeared. The war was on, but no one was sure who was waging it. The NWlf 
issued a lengthy communique condoning the execution of Popeye if it were done 
by someone or some group with proof of their accusations. Not Sally thought 
"If there was conclusive proof that Popeye was a snitch, then he, and he alone, 
should have been executed. You don't justify Sally Voye's death by saying she 
was in the way; you wait until she is but of the way." They called on someone

from the convicted class to analyze the situation. "To let the matter die with 
him does disservice to the people". 


A flood of communiques followed. The Weather Underground said that only the 
ruling class goined from his murder. The Black Guerrilla Family felt that the 
murders were the work of pigs and that the charges against Popeye were without 
foundation. If not, they demanded proof. The Gymbionene Liberation Army, In 
their first communique since the disappearance of Tanya Ucarnt, said: "At

Cn June the Hcd Guerrilla Family bombed the Treasury Department's bomb 

SQuad in unn Francisco, The explosive wos described as the most powerful ever 
used in a domestic guerrilla attack and the damage was heavy. Their communique 
said: "We take this action in response to the pig murder of Popeye Jackson,,* 

Fopeye was impatient with trashing buildings, and wanted the underground to 
attack the pigs themselves. His life's work,,, has helped to set the stage for 
the intensification of the peoples' struggle," 

The New Times investigation was begun two days after the killings and has been 
the collective effort of dozens of sisters and brothers, mostly cons. It includ- 
ed fifteen hours of taped interviews, many hours of untaped interviews, careful 
inspection of hundreds of documents, an intensive probe into the Department of 
Corrections and the parole board, and hundreds of hours of discussion. No atone 
was left unturned. 

On July 30'^^, nine revolutionaries, six of them ex-cons, accepted individual 
end joint responsibili ty for designating themselves a peoples* court, and 
reviewed the evidence* conclusions were adopted unanimously, one was 

adopted with one dissent ion, and one was rejected. All the evidence, the 
conclusions adopted,, biographies of the members of the court, and the min- 
uteo of the court, are available to any sister or brother who wishes to 
review them.

The infnnt Popeye wns sufferinf^ from extreme ma].nutrition when he was aban- 
doned by hin mother. His grandmother took him into her home in San Froncisco's 
Fillmore ghetto and he grew up on the streets. Brother Carl grew up in the same 
neighborhood and they belonged to street gangs that were friendly, ''The Lucky 
? 0 'b were a typical street gang of the late ^tO's and 50's, non-political and 
non-racial. Popeye was the leader and they were into boosting and sneaking 
into the movies^ that kind of thing. I^ater they were shaking down merchants 
and getting into robberies. I wns kinds on the same trip myself, I looked up 
to him." They committed potty crimes together and practiced being bad-asses. 

At age 16 » Popeye was charged by the Juvenile Court with cutting another boy. 

He got off. A year later, he threatened the principal of his high school with 
a knife; this time he got probation. Two weeks later, he was charged with 
petty theft when he .and another boy tried to steal a bottle of wine; he was 
committed to the Log Cabin Ranch School, a semi-detention institution of the 
period. Nine months later he was kicked out ' for disobeying the rules and did 
hia first time, in the Juvenile Detention home. After release, he was busted 
for shoplifting again and forced to enlist in the army as an alternative to 
Youth Authority prison. In the army, he was busted for grass, did a year in 
the stockade, and got a dishonorable discharge. 

In 1951, when Popeye was 21 , he was caught in the act of burglarizing a drug- 
store; his pockets were full of cosmetics and cigarettes. "Because of prior 
record, including narcotic violation", he wns given the maximum sentence of 
from one to fifteen years. He could have been parollcd in a year, but did 
eleven, getting out in 1962. The indeterminate sentence in action: eleven 
yearn of a mnn'n life for ntaaling cosmetics nnd cigarettes!-

Released on pnro],c in ^^G?^ the 5? year old Popnye was out lens th.'an 90 dnyo. 
This time, he and a crime partner robbed a florist* The take was two dollars 
and some pennies, a wristwatch, and a partially smoked pack of cigarettes. 

The florist got pistol whipped and Popeye got five years to life; robbery with 
a prior felony conviction, weapons , and violence* 

As the yearn clipped away in monotony, fear, and loneliness, he became filled 
with a great anger* If he got mad, he might shout insults right in your face, 
daring you to provoke a violence that he wan just borely able to control, ilia 
reputation included three murders and he used it to intimidate anyone he could. 
San ^uentin even takes from you the power to decide when you will eat or shower 
, and the experience can fill you with a great need to control people and events. 
Following a long established tradition, Popeye adopted the tactics of his op- 
pressors and used intimidation to fulfill hio need for power* If he could make 
j you afraid of him, he was in control *

Uslly: "... in our early organizational stages, 
we put together this conference in Los Angeles, We decided to have a 15 person 
board of directors... wc were going to elect people we had known for one day!

V/hat happens, of course, is three months later, this 15 member board is vir- 
tually defunct because everyone in either dead, or in jail, or hooked, or 
disappeared. Hardly anyone left, except Popeye, ,. it's amazing, his survival 
ability. He is truly one of those kind of guys you could drop out of a ten 
story building and, r.omchow or otherl he'd land on his feet..."

At the time, it 
was easy to get money out of crowds; Popeye would go out a lot, and not come 
back with anything, A lot of times there wns a hundred bucks in there.,* when 
I went with him," Popeye was the only one involved in Union activities full- 
time; everybody else had to work to survive, "Thnt's what no one knew, how 
he could afford it." 

Sally: "Once he returned from an engagement with a 3100 check and said that 

half of it hod to go to, another brother who spoke. Later, one of the organ- 
izers told us how hoppy he had been that they were able to give all of the 
speakers 8100, VJe started to funnel known amounts of money through Popeye 
and it always came up short when ho turned It in, 

"We were really unset over the expensive long-distance phone bills he wns running 
up, God! I'd junt have a dollar or so and this wns an outrageous extravagence 
for a little fledgling organir.ntion, V/e said he couldn't do thnt anymore, and 
then, he started making phone calls, I'd just hnng him up. He'd get mad and 
threaten to hit me, but he never did. He'd pull back his hand like he wns going 
to do it, but he never did. He'd go right up to the edge, 

!ie used to speak to mo in whnt I considered a degrading, sexist fashion. He 
used to tell me; 'Bitch, shut up! ’ He used to tell the men around me: 'Make 
that woman be quiet!' He used to treat me in n very authoritarian fashion 
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which I conr>icipred iiprfionnlly <)c('radinc. 1 didn't think thnt we hurnsn brings 
spoke to cnch other thnt way, nnd he oeemed to think that thnt'o the way men 
spoke to women*., i's n connequence, I wnnn't around the office all that much... 
i I'd take my union work and go home." 

j Pot: "Like, he'd come up and nay: 'Let me suck your right tit baby'. That 

j just made my r.kin creep and crawl. And then trying to spout how much he was 

for feminism. He told me one time: 'Hitch, stay in your place'. He told 
I Willie to keep his woman In her place." Once he "knocked everything off my 

desk nnd said: '...I'm going to knock you through thnt window if you say one 

more word*. It was a mistake trying to reason with Popeye, there was just no 
way you could. He'd take it on a completely different level, and it'd be a 
fight; 'No, I'm not coming to the meeting, you can't kick me out, I'm the 
Minister of Prisons'. So, we kicked him out I 

Sally: A brother "was constantly concerned about radical groups fighting with 
each other because, ho said, 'We've always got to remember that there are too 
few of us... we can't afford, within the movement, to ever make enemies.' To 
some extent... those lofty principles prevailed among all those people around 
Popeye with the exception, oflcoursc. of Popeye himself. The convict group I 
was working with at the time.,, very quickly picked up on all this bullshit, 
and quickly were intolerant of it... and said: 'Hey. Popeye, wc ain't fucking 
over you; you can go do what you want to do, but you ain't welcome here anymore 


Actually, they kicked themnelvcs out, and took everything with them but the 
name. Popeye, alone, was now the United iTisoners' Union (UPU) ; the other 
cons dropped the "United" nndi became Just the Prisoners' Union. (l-U). The PU 
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officer, were in WiHic'r, house ;tnrt i'opeye returned to fight over records and 
tr.oney. He hnd n gun, onri Vi’iHie got pintol whipped, i^it: "Willie hnd a 
10^* tenperature and hepatitis,,, hiven then,,, no one seemed to be scared. 

I mean, there's that fear of n gun; it’s loaded, you don't know what will 
happen. But he was more scnred thnn we were, he was shaking,,.", 

r.ister Sheiln worked in the union and was living with Tony; she was scared: 

"I was ushered out of the room by V/illie and Tony because they were afraid 
there was going to be some kind of a violent trip. Popeye came back in, 
and he was... screaming and yelling: 'You white mother fuckers!' He was 
threatening them, saying he was going to kill them... He came back with a 
gun and threatened to kill John and Tony and ho hit Willie with the gun,,, 

I was so freaked out by the gun that I don't know too. much whnt happened after 
that . " 


Popeye almost lost his life then, Hheila: "After all this happens, Willie 
and John and Tony and the women In the union,. , were talking about what to do 




and saying: 'We got to got him before he gets us', 

but John's position was: he'll hang himself. He's going to run around 

bad rapping us... calling us racists,,; but, there's nothing we can do about 
it,,. What we're doing is representing convicts and if we run out and start a 
gang war... then we've blown our whole trip,,* We can't do that; this is not 
the big yard'." Tony »«4- voted down* The PU adopted a policy of 

alienee and would not discufie the oplit or the violence until after Popoye's 
death. Popeye and the UPU adopted a policy of bad-rap and accused Willie and 
John of beinf^ snitches and the i^U of being racist.

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None of the chrirpes afiainot F'ojieye could be proved, find his i^arole Officer 
reluctantly recommended that hir; parole not be violated. The board over- 
rode him and violated I’opcye even thouch they had no reason other than some 
trnffio tickets. It ic not unusual for the board to icnore the Parole Officer's 
recommendation and they did not like Popeye. Perhaps it was his politics*

Carl; "After he broke off with the rer^la** Prisonern' Union, he didn't have 
too many members. He would come up with big sicna and support other peoples' 
protests. I think that's how he first started making himself visable." 

He wns very visable to Alexander Jason, undercover police ngent. Alex infil- 
trated all the radical groups in the Pay Area including, finally, Venceremes. 
"Venccremos, I was very interested in... and Popeye was secretly Hinioter of . 
Defense, I recognized him when I went under cover,, . 1 knew he would be a 
big leader,. , because he had the background, the credentialc. He was black, 
he was tough., , and all the attention in revolutionary circles was in prison- 
ers being the most politically conscious," 

The .House Committee on Internal Security talks about Venccrcrnos: "... members... 
hove gathered firearms and explosives and have trained members in their use 
under anticipated guerrilla warfare conditions, ‘included in their organization 
is a secret apparatus intended for completely illegal activities: assassina- 
tions, robberies, and sabotage." Weapons instruction was given by the Minister 
of Defense*

wc hnd a lot of weapons. They planned to attack a prison bus j kill the guards 
and give each of the prisdners a gun and clothing... try to recruit them on the 
6p0t," 

Popeye was making powerful enemies; the House Committee on Internal Security 
discussed him at length, os did the report to the California Senate by the 
subcommittee on civil disorder, lie didn't get along well with the leadership 
of Venceremos either. Alex; "The Venceremos were smarter.. , a lot of people 
in Venceremos even had the courage to challenge him; 'This is bullshit Pop- 
eye; if you're a revolutionary, you don't do this kind of stuff*. So, he had 
a lot of trouble... with the Central Committee." Popeye had a great hatred 
of the establishment that had kept him in their cages for most of his adult 
life and Vencoromoo revolutionaries, at a lower level, could dig it: "...they 
all hung out around Popeye. (The UPU) was the center of activity... they had 
meetings in there and all the committees." They didn't always get along: 
ihere was a meeting... and Popeye came in, and took over, Hruce Coring w'as 

t 

a pretty nice guy; you know, a revolutionary brother, ,, and he criticized 
Popeye, said something like: 'Now just wait a minute Popeye*. and, Popeye 
said; 'What? Tell me to wait a minute, mother fucker? iitep outside!' They 
were going to start fighting." 

Why did the Central Committee put up with Popeye? "The principles of unity 
of Venceremos; before you could constitute yourself as a Venceremos organi- 
zation, you had to h7we more than 50?4 on the central committee {that were)

black, third world minority, or women. So, they always needed blacks, it was 
a big problem, ., it was hard to find them, Popeye was a perfect guy; he was a 
revolutionary, ho had contacts with the prisoners,,, Popeye was saying what 
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tveryhorfy wnnt.fici to hcnr.” Mowovor, "iie drove o Cndillnc,' wnn n chfuivinir.t, ex- 
tretncly sexiot! 'tic were cuppo/jed to accept him so a superior because he*d done 
19 years. Popeye .wns an embarossment and an affront to revolutionary principles, 
ye all failed to act, to denounce him, for the fear that he wsa, perhaps, ahead 
of ua; a higher political consctounneso. U was racism in its worst form, we 

patronised him. ^ 

"He used to handle ond fondle women, fielf-respecting revolutionary women... 
good women, even though they were communists, (That's) what really pissed me 
off I guess.., neeing what he did to women. He made one revolutionary woman 
turn's trick, bhe fought it all the way, but she turned out for him,, ■tjhe 
didn't do it for money, she did it for him. He made her wear mini-skirts and 
makeup, Tthe gave up her struggle and vanished; she was just a broken woman," 

Alexander Ja.non wno on his way up. He found out everything about everybody 
in his months under cover and when he surfaced, immediately became a det- 
ective in IJnn Franciaco Police Intelligence. The movement insued a WANTZD 
poster with his picture but Alex had grown to like the sisters and brothers 
he spied upon. "I have admiration and respect for true revolutionary fig- 
ures and, they wouldn't believe it, affection." He had no respect or admir- 
ation for I'opeye and immediately planted an informer, Jessica, in the DPI) 
offices, Ghe made dally reports, took pictures with a camera he provided, 
took Popey c 's car for an ill egal search, and loaned Alex the keys to the UPU 
offices so that he could make duplicates, "Ghe told me what i'opeye was doing,,, 
how he was dealing dope and giving her dope,,, ahe knew he was a phony and,,, 
she couldn't even spell Hao. I asked; 'what happened today?’ and she said: 

'There wan a meeting*. Well, what were ,Uioy talking about? Gho said; 'about 
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this E'ly or sortething’. Whot? She Raid: *Knyo', I said oh, Mao, God- 

d.Ttnnit, you better learn this r,hit if you're gonna be nn undercover agent.

"She knew whot Popeye was, she'd seen him all her life; she was a little 
street rat. She knew Popeye was just a big con-man nigger... she knew he 
wasn't no... higher level of consciousness crap, he wan just a big bullshitter, 
iie liked her because she did n lot... they had thene benefit dances and things 
nn3“ he trusted her because nhe wasn't a revolutionary and he put her at the 
door to collect money, ...he'd go hack and take the money and she wouldn't 
aay anything about it because, she didn't give a shit; she was stealing money 
too, probably. If a revolutionary were there, they would say: *we took In 
500 bucks and where's this gonna go?* She said that the other women were al- 
ways fighting over him, (saying things like): 'When Popeye comes in, sit- 

ting next to him', ridiculous stuff." 

/ilex spent a lot of time watching Popeye: "One girl I talked to... was a 
whore dov/n in the Mission, and she was really afraid of Popeye, because he 
beat her up a couple times. He'd come up, Just a pimp: ’i!ey bitch, I want 
you to work for mo' and she'd say: 'I don't work for you’... He'd slap her 
around and try to recruit her; nhe was afraid of him, And she bought drugs, 
she bought heroin from him. That wno one ense I could have substantioted (at 
the big trial), I blew it! Jessy was tolling me about all the drug dealing he 
was doing. I thought, gee, maybe some time when she knows he's carrying a lot 
of heroin... we'll make a little set-up. I was trying to think about it but

... I didn't want to break up what he was doing, ,, I didn't get along with the 
guyn in narcotico that well anyway. Then he goto arrentod... and they say I 
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fromcd hin,,* I didn't cvon know ho wno srrontod *tiil tho noxt dny," 

Thftt nrrcst won tho he^inninn of a mnjor event in Rny Aren Untiicnl politico. 
The dny before, a oister dnndrn wnn bunted for prontitution ond, nccordinc to 
the copn, told them thnt she wnn on her wny to score heroin from Popeyo ot 
l8tt end Minnion ctreeto where ho wan donllng out of tho trunk of hio car. 
The“heroin wnn supponed to be in a tennis ohoo. He wnnn't there when they 
got there but they naw him the next dny nnd nnid t hn t ho gnve them porniino" 
ion to search his cor» which doesn't seem likely. The tennis shoos were in 
the trunk nnd in the too of one was a credit card in the name of Qeorge K., 
some grass, and seven dime-bags of heroin, Pepeye was down, with a bad beef. 
He was charged with possession of heroin, grass, nnd a stolen credit card, 

Alex was there, secretly listening to his conversations over the jail visit- 
ing telephone system: "...They got me for some bad shit this time. We gotta 
get Ron Dcllums, get Ken Mead, and Cecil Williams, Let's got these guys work- 
ing," Two U.S, Congresspersons and the fiory reverend, and that was just the 
beginning. 


Jessy had blown her cover: "Che did a lot of dumb things,,, she told other peo- 
ple, people in bars,,, no, eventually, the word got back to them. They said: 
'alright, we know about you, and you're going to cooperate, or elset* She's 
just a little street rnt, she’ll work for anybody, (So she said): Sure, I'm 
on your side*. They took her into the hills,,," A press conference was called

and Jcsfsy, flanked by Venceremoc members^ admitted that nhe was on the police 
payroll and naid that Jaaon had net I’opeye up; that ahe knew about it in ad- 


vance 


cnndidly admitted that there may have been some pressure. He didn’t have any 
direct information but thou^^ht there had been ..pressure from both sides", 

Jason; "She snuck away while everybody was asleep one night,,, she called me 
and said: 'I'm sorry about that and T'll help you now', So,,, she testified 
for us.., that saying that T had framed Popeye was a bunch of bullshit. She 
came back out of conscience,., 

"She couldn ' t help much, she never remembered dates, never remembered times,,, 
it was a big problem. There was nothing concrete she could say about Popeye 
that would really hang him," Having changed her story, the jury didn't believe 
her, .Sister iiandra also recanted, leaving the prosecution with no one but the 
arresting officers who hod bungled the evidence, lost the tennis shoes, and 
were not credible because of their bullshit about Popeye giving permission to 
search his car. 

The Day Area is not the place to try to convict a revolutionary; the most rad- 
ical groups in the country ore there nnd have a brood bace of support in the 
community. There's no better place to get a good jury, and Popeye 's returned 
a not guilty . 

Popeye, however, wan on parole. The parole board - they call themselves the 
Adult Authority - was to prove a more formidable opponent. If you're on par- 
ole and get arrested, they can keep you from making bail by placing a parole 
"hold" and make you prepare your defense from a jail cell. They can revoke 
your parole oven after a jury finds you, innocent. After Popeye wan acquitted, 
they dropped the pa role hold and lot him out of jail but announced that tliey 
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would hold n rovocntion hf'.irinc. Nobody much liken the p^roln board and the 
community exploded. The innuen wore clear: tliey were tryinf» to revoke Pop- 
eye *n pnrole for n crime the jtiry imid he didn't commit. nii;E POPKYK buttono 
and pootera nppenred nnd it won written on wollo nnd fencon everywhere. There 
were tnlk showa, newr.cnato, nnd rnlliea'; t)ie movement lined up nolidly be- 
hind Popeye for the firat nnd Inst time. The unit pnrole office wne flooded 
with letters nnd phone calls nnd the board itself was probably deluged; few 

were unaware of the battle that wan being fought. Popeye hnd become the event 
of the r>enson* 

San Quentin is a bleak fortress. like the abandoned Alcatraz In the same San 
Francisco Nay, it Is the prison of the ^0*d gangster movies, thirty years older. 
Its walla are high nnd wide; wide enough for a gunwalk on top. The main gun 
tower at the front gate features a machine gun on a 360 " track and it is an 
arsenal for teargns guns, small arms, machine guns, bombs, and anti-personnel 
grenades. To get to the big yard, you have to go through 4 separate locked 
gates; to get into the adjustment center or the regular hole, odd three or four 
more. If you got all the way inside, there would always be n gunwalk overhead. 
If you got inside a cell, through the bars you would see two gunwolks opposite 
you. On the gunwolks are conn with aldearms for hand to hand combat; they also 
carry either a rifle, a shotgun, or a machine gun. It was here that the board 
decided to hold Popeye *fl revocation hearing; they had taken counsel from their 
private C.I.A,, and Popeye had to go. 

"Special Services Is the CIA of corrections'* said one parole officer, and they 
are remarkably alike, GS does the dirty work for the board, for corrections 
and pnrolen, and on their own inltiatiViO; mostly on their own initintlve.

They nrc the only p.nrole w}io enrry cunn, nnd they use them. Another 

pnrole officer tells of one of the Sfi npproachinf; a regular agent with mis- 
taken Information nhout a parolee on his cnselond. -They went to the parolee's 
house to confront him but he wouldn't open the door. The nS agent shot him in 
the stomach through the door. A brother tells of getting an unexpected parole 
with a year to go 'till his "top". He was quickly transferred from the adjust- 
ment center to a minimum security prison to "decompress" and allowed out on 

work furlough during the day. A mind-blowing experience for someone. who has 
spent 9 years inside; women! 


Then the .IS arrived. If he wanted to keep his pnrole, he would hove to corro- 
borate the testimony of an informer who was the basis of a very heavy ca.se that 
they very much wanted to win. To have done so would surely have cost him his 
life and he told them: "No fucking way!" Fortunately, ho could only be made to 
do one more year and that was not sufficient leverage. They could not bend him 
to their will, and they split. The SS were bluffing and the brother did not 
1 lose his parole. 


Informers are on .'A'i specialty and they surrounded I'opoye with them. They knew 
everything he was doing and presented the board with a long Hot that included 
dealing heroin, pimping, hot checks, counterfeit money, weapons, intimidating 
witnesnes, and clone ties to terrorists. Pill Fredericks told the board: "He's 
one of the worst" and gave them 3 secret reports. They have never been seen by 
anyone outside of corrections and they clnim that all copies have now been des- 
troyed, Whatever they snid made the board very determined and they forged ahead 
in the face of l.-irge .and growing oppo/vition from every quarter.

Popeye wns discuoslng ...some 
dope that he had with brother 0, and how much it was going to cont and then 
they went into another room... came back out again, Popeye left, and 0, showed 
Tony the dope... said ’this is what I just bought* and Popeye was the only 
other person in the room," Was it good dope? "No, it was shit." 

Oeorge K., whose credit card was found in the tennis shoe with the heroin, 
had been scoring from Popeye 's wife, iiue, for some time, Popeye took over 
the heroin business when he decided that he could handle the dope and Cue 
could turn tricks; that way, they’d both be making money. He put flue back 
on the street and, for a short period, he sold a lot of heroin, George scored 
from him a lot, often copping at the Uj’U offices and scored from Popeye at 
Ipli and Mission, ten minutes before the bust. George didn’t have enough 
money to cover wh/it he was buying and gave Popeye his credit card to hold as 
collateral, Popeye put it in the tennis shoe with the heroin and it was found 
there ten minutes later by the arresting officers. The stolen credit card 
charges were dropped when George would not say that it had been stolen. 


Popeye had marshnlled the support of many sisters and brothers who did not 
know him well, while a lot of those wlio did had grown to hate him, Sheila: 
"I really do have a bad opinion of him... you know, it's close to hatred, ,, 
on a lot of levels, I think he should have died... hut, buying into that... 
is like saying that’s thc'wny we should live. If wo can't live together, 

I 


then we should junt wipe enrich other out in the fnekinn fitrert.*’

I Cons who have done much time know that it takes awhile to catch-up after you're 
n back among normal people. It takes positive experiences to reorder your awore- 
I ness and lift it from the ruts of hatred and fear that are everyday experiences 
I in the joint. The love of comrades is an unfamiliar experience that cannot be 
I immediately integrated. Yet, it is love tJint is their salvation, if they can 
learn to accept and give it, As brother George Jackson told un: '',.*love is 
the ntronger force, if we jttst lot it hang out unbridled,,," Popeye, new hero 
of the revolution, had begun the Inst year of his life, but something had 
changed, Somewhere in the middle of being in jail, the trial, and the revoca- 
tion hearing, Popeye had changed: something had entered his head that was more 
powerful than a bullet: the force of love. 


Hundreds of sisters and brothers had lined-up behind Popeye out of comradely 

i ^ 
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love for fi brother they thrnj(;ht wno being trented unfnirly. i!e wnn mont power- 
fully effected by the forecr. he had set in motion and would never again be the 
same. After the revocation hearing, as he walked out of dan Quentin into the 
rain and the arms of hia comrades who hiid ntood in it nil day, the excitement 
cauced one brother to have a ncizure. Ignoring the chcoro of the crowd, Pop- 
eye iwent directly to him and, squatting in the, rain, held him in his arms. 

Tor JVjpeye, it wna the beginning of a new life. Mow there was a revolution to 
. t'iink about and a moot revolutionary woman, Pat Singer, 

Patched done two years in Ohio on a 5 to 20 for posseasion of a small amount of 
graes and, then, 'a year in Washington D.C, on parole, iler father died while she 
was doing time, leaving her with no family but a brother and acme cousins. Late 
in 1973, she came to the Ray Aren, looking for something to do that would make 
life interesting. Attracted to the prinon movement, she drifted into Popeye’o 
orbit, i^he was jiint what he had been looking for, an articulate woman ex-con 
who was willing to apeak, and they were soon sharing the task of telling aud-

But Snlly was wrong and it wnen't mostly i’opeye or mostly Pat* it was Popeye 
and Pot, They opoko together and co-wrote articles} he learned about a revo- 
lutionary life style and about work, Kor lack of funds, they had to move the 
DPI] offices out of Glide Church and found free quarters with the White Panthers, 
Cecil Williams, head of Glide and Popeye'a etilogizor after hlc death, was quoo- 
tioned about the IJPU departure from Glide, The Cecil Williams' tapes were re- 
viewed by the peoples* court and they unanimously decided that he had not been 
truthful so his answers are not included here. Full transcripts of these tapes 
are available from the court. 

The new Ui'U offices needed a lot of work, and Popeye did most of it himself, 
lie had become a family man; Popeye, Pat, and his 3 year old eon: "My man Mal- 
colm", Brother Don who lived across the street said: "He spent a lot of time 
playing with the kids on the street", Tn the nearby projects, he played 
basketball with neighborhood youngsters. 

Pat and Popeye fell in love. Not the gross sexual love which was all he'd 
known,, the respect and affection of a higher love between two very for out 
people who had experienced and suffered much. They began to know each other, 
and became answerable to each other; he had never answered to anyone before. 
Each incorporated part of the other in their own awaroneoa and responded to 
each otliers' values. Pot might quc.stion whether a thing was right or true, 
Popeye whether it was powerful or useful. It wno heavy stuff, and it laishod 
aside bin concern for money so they'wero pook V/hilc most of his earlier

nri.'iocialnn had bocome cncmieis, it wnn now ponsiblo to 3ovc him and he made reel 
friendn. Me ntopped f;ettinp; orrented end hi;; new parole officer, res- 

pect for the work he wan doinf;, be^nn to defend nnd commend him to nuperiora. 

He oerved on committees, and did not brenk up the meotln;;!!. He would not 
attack his old enemies, even when specifically invited to do oo. Toward hio 
comrades he mellowed, and his an^er became focused on his real enemy, the rul- 
ing class. It was they who were responsible for his years of suffering and for 
the suffering of his sisters nnd brothers, inside and out, 

I-t was a very large anger, and nothing but their physical destruction would 
natisfy it, Popeye was the major proponent of total warfare. No matter how 
difficult or dangerous an action, it usually fell short of what he would expect 
from a real revolutionary. He defended the iJU when the most radical groups 
were unwilling to do so after the Marcus Foster murder, Cyonido bullets and an 
unknown target, a black one at that, just didn't mnke. much sentie but no one 
wanted to be less revolutionary than Popeye, the hero of -the movement, defcator 
of the' board, Popeye not only defended the SLA, he insisted that they were the 
model for correct revolutionary action, Everybody reacted defensively and the 
peoples* forces underground stepped up the frequency and intensity of their 
operations, Many of them were Popeye 's comrades from the days of Venceremos, 
The police must have been quite concerned about what Popeye was doing; this was 

I 

a whole lot heavier than giving weapons* instruction. The ruling class were on 
the way to reaping the very bitter harvest of anger that grew in a human being 
they had kept in a cage for most of his adult life, Prother I^ob Dylan: "Some- 
day they'll wind up and meet you at your crossroads, from inside the walls,,," 
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thcru nnd cifitcro, frur, tnxtcd by their inability to mnke rapid chance in n 
syntem that could do ptich thin(jfi, were ready to tear the system apart with 
guns and bombs. Would the revolution manifest a larce undereround of terrorists 
to rifiht a clnoE that would not yield to any lessor pressure? Popeye said, "Yes", 
He colled those already tinderground s bunch o f punka nnd plastic revolu t ionsrieo • 
For a sister or brother who had put his life on the line for the revolution and 
was trying to bo a model of courage^ Popoye*o words sounded like trashing. Even 
some of his closest partners thought he went too for. 


Sleepy; "I always felt that trashing the underground groups was trashing the 
work they did.,. I pretty much uncritically support the underground." Part 
of Popeye*e attitude was, of course, projection. He was not, after all, doing 
any of the actions he was urging on others. He had no taste for living under- 
ground, 

Popeye: "The reason I never wanted to escape was because,, . I didn't want to be 

continually ducking and dodging and not being able to even get stopped by the 
pigs, knowing if they run a make, I was going back to jail. I didn't want to 
live under those conditions," It wns more than projection though, he wanted to 
put his fist in the face of the enemy. Just as he had marshalled the strength 
of the movenent to whip the board, he would direct it in delivering more telling 
blown, Popeye now had greater stature in the movement and his great anger was 
now clearly focused, rather than dissipated in a thousand trivial hates. Pop- 
eye wan a hard man to ignore, lie now, had a cadre of revolutionaries in the UPU 
to back his play, and amplify his voice. 


There were a few diatractlons however, lie had wronged a lot of bro- 
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thor.T nn<i nir.trrn, nnny of th^n vory violent people, nnd they would not forfjet. 
People !<ept tryinp to kill him. Getting shot at wan not an unusual event, par- 
ticularly while driving an automobile. There io a bullet hole in the roof of 
hio old Cadillac with n trajectory that says he wan fired upon from in front, 
the second .story of o biiilcUng on the right aide of the street. The bullet, a 
large one, probably fired from a rifle, must have passed within inches of his 
head. Sally Voye'n car was riddled with bullets from a .^(5 calibre pistol as 
he, Pat, and Malcolm miraculously escaped a small barrage. These were both 
planned ambusheo and the size of the bullets plainly says that someone was 
very serious. Everybody neems to agree that: "Popeye had a lot of enemies'.'i 
the kind who don't care if they blow away a three year old child or an inno- 
cent bystander. That kind of hatred can only be personal. 

Popeye continued to grow, fie wa.n able to talk of bin recent pant in the.ne 
terms : "I was on a hell of an ego trip at tha t point . I was putting forth 

the image of Popeye Jack-son , not thinking about the comrades who were locked 
down inside also. It took me a long time to get my shit together. Gradually, 
my political level, my conscience level, began to be raised to a level of 
awareness and I caw that it wasn’t juct me that needed help, ' I saw that a lot 
of people needed help. All these things began to help me get my shit together.” 

And, he talked about prisons: ”,,.T'vo seen them use pick axe handles to just 
beat people, I saw them knock out a convict named Robert, just knocked his eye 
clean out of the socket. When I was in Polsom, I caw... comrades shot... for 
f i st f i ghti ng. In some of these instances, they wasn't even fighting, they was 


5 horse playing. The pig said: ”I thought they was fighting”, and shot them, It‘s 
J the only place in the world wliero people are shot for a fistfight. Anywhere men 
\ /md women conf^ reflate, t^ere * n fioi ng to bo di'ipu tec that * 6 gonna lend to f iet i- 
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cuffo but that's the only place In the world where human beintjs are shot, and 
killed , for a fistfight," 

i!e was even bcgi nn i ng to understand the pi ight of the cops : "life have to under- 
stand that the prison guards are subjected to h lot of bull oh i t too , because 
they arc dealing with a system that wc have been forced to adhere to... for 
two hundred years." Ncverthelesn : "If I had my way, I'd get a machine gun, 
line them all up against the walls, and blow their fucking asccs up, right today! 
If a situation would arice where it'd be me or a pig, T*d blow his fucking ass 

up and I wont that clearly understood becauce this is where my head is at. I'm 

* 

a fucking revolutionary, and I put forth revolutionary politics at all times. 

Tfm not here involved in no fucking prison reform, no fucking rehabilitation 
program, 'cause I know , from 19 years of being inside, that there's no such thing 
as reform or rehabilitation. Anybody who puts that forth, is fucked up ns far 
as I'm concerned, I want it understood! Anybody here that come here thinking 
I'm going to talk about reformism or rehabilitation, fuck youl And I want that 
clearly understood. " 


V/hot Popeye didn't understand was that if you were going to take on the system 
in such a direct fashion, you had to be very, very careful. On August 19'N he 
and Pot mode. a very big mistake. They boosted a roll of film and some flash- 
cubes at a department store and the clerk in the camera department saw them. 

He attracted the attention of a store detective and they caught up with Popeye 
and Pat in the women's department, picking up two other store detectivetf on the 
way. The four of them watched while Popeye stole two blouses for Pat, sticking 
them down inside his pants. An airtight case with 't eyewitnenseo; Just what the 


man dreamn about when he's looking lor a way to send you back. 
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The now I'opeyo - nnd there could be no better example of how he'd changed -

He nay not have tried many potty theft cases, but he was ready to try 

i thH one, Judd Scott, Popeye's lawyer, asked what kind of a deal could be made

j and the onnwer was none. They wanted the full pound of flesh; plead guilty and 

i 

take the maximum sentence or go to trial , lose, and take the maximum sentence, 
j It was not a promising situation and everybody agrees that Popeye wan worried, 
j very worried. If he was returned to 5!nn Quentin, he would have been killed by 
old enemies or have spent the rest of his life in the adjustment center. He 
i did, after all, hove a life top. No more speeches, no more Halcolm, no more 
! revolution, no more Pat; a lot to worry about. He touched bases with all his 
! establishment friends including Randolph Hearnt but who could be optimiotlc? 

They had a case, and Popeye hnd a parole, ns one brother said: "Petty with a 
' prior, you go to the jolntl How many guys have gone back to the pen, just for 
saying something crazy to their parole officer?" There have been a few, for sure. 
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Judd *0cott could think of no strategy; his only tactic was to stall, Judd stall- 
ed so long and so hard that he worried the Judge would get pissed at him. Law- 
yers can't afford to have Judges who become angry with their tactics; in the 
next enne you might find yourcelf with no room to maneuver at all. Still, he 
continued to stall; there was nothing olae to do. 






I 
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Tiuddonly, thr cloud pnr.ncd* Thf> tncticn of desperntion hnd been the tactics of 
victory! Judd hnd stalled 00 lonf; ^hnt they had to take the hif^h-power D.A* off 
Popeye's cane; there were more Important for him to do. He was replaced 

by n moat ncreeable and cooperative D*A.^ Jamie outton* He was ready to deal, 
and the deal ^ot sweeter and sweeter until Judd had him down to 6C days in the 
county Jail. ”iiutton would have gone for no time at all..." but the Judge 
wouldn’t go for that. He did, however, agree to delay execution of sentence 
until after Popoyc ’a parole discharge date , April A complete turnabout I 

Pat got 10 days which was not a very good deal at all for a woman who had never 
been busted for anything but grass and was 6 months pregnant. 

If this was a great victory, it was only preliminary. Once again, ns Judd onys: 
"It wan the Adult Authority I was really worried about," And well he should have 
been; less than a year before, in the words of a parole officer, "Popeye made 
fools of them,’* The parole hoard had been made to answer to the people and did 
not like what they had been forced to do. They did not like the precedent, and 
they did not like Popeye, You do not demand fomal hearings when they*v€ got 
you and so neither Popeye nor Judd would even be present when the board made 
their decision. The only other principal in the drama would be Popeye’s parole 
officer, John Williams; he had to make a recommendation, 

John is a gentle soul who has made a career of helping cons who would, otherwise, 
be swallowed up by the stupidity of Corrections, Jlc is respected among Bay Area 
cons for hia integrity, truthfulness, and for invariably being on their aide. 

He io acnigned all the heavy ennen be^enuse ho can get along with them; SC does 
the real supervision anyway. 


John liked i^npeyo, nn he liken mor.t everyone, and he wrote n very good recom- 
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monrintinn: "V.r . JncknonV. only r.ource of income i,-;.., we 1 fore pnymcntn for 
hir. minor non nnd fin. .'linker's wn^^cr, from her port time Job. The couple live 
very nimply, often nhnrlnj^ their mocicr.t flnt^ with paroleeo who need tempornry 
housing. Mr. Jackson continued to refuse to discuss the incident, although 
the couple have pled innocent in court. If Hr. Jackson in guilty, the petty 
theft is seen ns a slight regression due to financial stress, and not on-going 
behavior. The proposed local county Jail sentence would be more than adequate 
punishment for this crime. Mr. Jachson'e good deeds for ex-offenders also 
deserves consideration. {Recommend) continue on parole without refixing term. 
Allow Mr* Jackson to discharge on 


-In 1972 , Popeye's purole officer was Bob McDonough and he made a favorable 
recommendation on the guns and hot car beef. He was overruled and Popeye was 
violated even though they could find no renson other than traffic tickets. 

In 1975 and 197**, Popeye's parole officers were Fred ilteinberg and Rich Prouty. 
They were consistently overruled by the board and superiors in Corrections when 
they made favorable recommendations. In 1975, without even waiting to find out 
if Popeye pled or was found guilty, they adopted John's recommendation. Accord- 
ing to Raymond Procunier, Chairman of the Board, "At the revo'cation hearing, 
there simply was not a sound enough case against him to revoke parole." 


Pro was Reagan's Director of Corrections before the new governor appointed 
ilm Chairman; It was Brown’s most controversial appointment. His lieutenant. 
'Iro Enlmoto, was appointed Director. Pro is the man . He responded to a let- 
er that asked if Popeye had made a deal by writing: "I have had your letter 
n the matter of I’opeye Jackson thoroughly investigated, numerous people and 
he records were connulted. There was no deal made at any time, nor was there 
ay information uncovered that Popeye was working as an informant." Who was 
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coriGulted? ilo did not know, hia "i nvestif^ntor" hud done ■all that. \!ho was 
his invent ign tor? He would not nay. It didn't matter anyway, he'd Juct left 
on a three week vacation. Which board memberc were on the panel at Popeye's 
revocation hearing? Again, he wouldn't say. Wasn't that a matter of public 
record? "I don't know," Pro wan taking the responoibility for everything, 
"taking all the heat" ns he put it, 

A request to interview Pill Fredericks of the SS was referred to Phil Guthrie, 
assistant Ui rector of Corrections for Public Information. He, the director, 
and George dnekeon, another Assistant Pirector, considered the matter. Coll- 
eftive decision making hod come to Corrections and the collective decision 
was no, Fredericks would not be available for an interview. Guthrie: "...we 
ore not prepared to authorize an interview with Kr, Fredericks of our Speciol 
Cervices Unit. As you probably know, this unit functions ns a liason service 
with various law enforcement agencies, and it receives some information devel- 
oped from informants and other police intelligence sources. Such information, 
much of It speculative or unreliable, cannot properly be discussed in any pub- 
lic context." Go, much SS information wan speculative or unreliable. Defense 
Attorneys should remenber this when confronted with tticir secret reports, 

Guthrie would, however: ".,.bo happy to cooperate with you in providing all 
public record typo informotton" from Popeye's file. The documents requested 
included the minutes of the revocation hearing end anything else pertaining to 
that event, copy of the letter Popeye had written directly to the board at the 
time of the 1972 guns and hot car beef, and some others of no consequence. 
Unfortunately, everything of importance was mysteriously missing from the Sacra- 
mento file. Guthrie couldn't understand why but it was of no importance, the 


Central file nt Region office would have everything, and Guthrie would send for ^

It arrived barer Kother Hubbnrd'a cupboard* ’'In accordance with depart- 

mental procednroo'*, it hnd been cent to tho archive© ot Vacaville after Popcye*© 
diechorce, and it had been ’’ctrippcd’* of non-ecnentlal material* The non-esoen- 
tinl included everything requested of importance* Even itemn that were supposed 
to be retained were missing. The 1972 letter should have been there, as well 
as the remarks the board makes in a revocation hearing, the ^*279 form’’* Where 
did it go? 

Corrections and the board decided, after consultation^ that it had never ex- 
isted* Rcgtilations did not demand one in cases where the board took no un- 
favorable action, and none was written in Topeye's case* Outhrie passed this 
information along and said it had come straight from the board, but would not 
* say who had told him* He was the new flak catcher* /iSked to put it in writing, 
he responded with a letter that said no 279 was required by regulations* He 
was reminded that he had said: *’no 279 was issued’* over the telephone and was 
, asked to say that in writing but has yet to reply* 

Hro*c cover-up wnr> most thorough; he dealt with the only other file, the unit 
parole file, in thin manner: Immediately after his investignt ion began, the 
' unit eupervinor, Ike Rivers, had colled for the file# Hnd someone called him 
I from Eac rnnento about Popeye? No* Absol titely not* Rivers hod called for 
j the file, '*out of curiosity*** He had not been curioua when Popeye was killed,

; nor even when the newspapers quoted unnamed sources, one from the Ctate Govern- 

r.ent, as /;aying th-at Popeye was an informer; not even v/hen he received a letter 

! about Popeye that seemed to threaten hia life* Hut, that day, he was curious*

Uo one tnlked to htm nbout k’opeye from Sneromento? ffever, V;hcn told that 
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h.’kd relict thnt ho hn'^tj tfOkod to bin, bo cnid thnt he h^d a bt^d memory. 

W-u*^ h(' ruro thnt ho had roTroved nothing from the file? Dofinitrly! Under quo'^- 
tionlng, ho boramo very upnet and forerfuny rratnted nil thnt he hnd nnid. 
l^cmeone who aaw bin later thnt day nnid that he wnn otill up^^et. 

Unfortunately for Hivero and whoever gave the order, two people had aeon and 
read the never ir^^ued 279 form in ropeye'o parole file, nhortly before hia 
curiosity moved him to call for it. The file had been in a particular place 
in the middle of a stack of similar files that were in no particular order 
and^ since Uopeye’a death, no one else had asked to see it. While it is not 
appropriate to name the two persons who naw and rend the 279 form at this time* 
they are both prepared to testify, under oath, in the unlikely event that any 
official body wishes to undertake an Investigation of Corrections nnd the par- 
ole board. The governor and one of his aides were nsked to break the wall of 
silence and deception that was being built, but he did not respond. It must 
be assumed thnt he approved of what his Chairman did. 


The ?79 form wasn’t even nn important document; it used John J/illiams* words, 
almost verbatim, as reasons for not violating Popeye's parole, V/hen lYo orders 
a cover up, he gets everything. One can only wonder what was lost from the Sac- 
ramento file or stripped from tJie file at Vacaville* The peoples’ court con* 
eluded that no one orders n cover up when there is nothing to cover up. 


It is unreasonable to believe that the high-power D,A, was pulled off Popeye ’s 
c/inc bocaune he had more important things to do. The case wno airtight and 
required absolutely no effort, Judd Scott admits thnt it is j>onaiblo Popeyo 
made a deal thnt he knew nothing about . , It in also un reasonable to believe 
that I'opeye * n case would have been dealt wit): no 1 ciniently by a board that 
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liAvl f'o lv>r»i t,t> ri'vokv hiri prtrolo thnn n yrar before. John V.'ill- 

r»>nnortinp that "they wore tired of hnnclinf; with him" rioen not neem 
iiOUTtd aincr tliey linvn never f^rown tired of hnnnlinR with nnyone else* The 
nr^timent thnt I'opeye would he too much of- n problem at San tiuentin or Folsom 
Ip fthaurd, Noborty’n much of n problem in the ndjuptment center and, if they 
ore, they enn be put in n strip cell or, for^ that matter, shot dead, V/ould 
Popeye have been o Efeater problem than brother George? Would Fredericks, 
I'opeye's nemenin, have passed up an opportunity to get "one of the worst"? 

And so, the court concluded, Popeye whs caught in the crudest squeeze of all; 
Gan t.uentin on one side, and the GS on the other. It might have gone some- 
thing like this. Fredericks: "If you don’t want to go back to iian ’.^uontin 
with your time refixed for, a crime where you were caught cold and for which 
you can expect little sympathy from the movement, you’d better start playing 
ball fast."

The SS hod *'thc main mnn" nnd one enn only /lunna hew they celebrated, what 
wan nnid nt the r.trAteny conference, or who Attended. It in poanible that 
f’rederichn nnd the local unit were operatinR entirely on their own inlti«- 
tive. They certoinly did not need to have nuch opportunitiee pointed out to 
them. The specific Information forced from i’opeye In order to compromise him 
might have been the location and time of two secret meetings that the police 

rnlded shortly after Popeyo hogAn his 6o dny eentencej it may have been some- 
thing else. 


It seems reasonable to conclude that Popeye, given the kind of person he was, 
would have given the nS as little infonention as he could have gotten away with. 
He may have tried to deceive them, and give them nothing of value nt all, but 
they were certainly smarter than that. They probably kept the pressure on 
until he came up with something satisfactory, hven the TS were probably not 
sure exactly how Popeye could be used in the future. Had he lived, the de- 
cision would likely have been mode nt a very high level in police intelli- 
gence circles. There must hove been a lot of long faces in those circles and 
at Sg headquarters when he was killed; great opportunities forever lost. 

The peoples' court concluded that Popeye had been killed by nn old enemy, not 

I 

by police or revolutionaries. i:vcn t'hc police would not have killed Sally 
Voye; it was no unnecessary and not their way of doing things at all. They 
have too nnny time tested ways of killing people and do not unually kill 
their people, Hevolu t ion/iries wlio kriow Popeye lind been compromised would 
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ccrtninly h-nvc explained the action to their sicters nnd brothers. There are 
few people who won’! d care so little about tnkin{^ the life of the apparently 
innocent sinter onlly, Home person who had done a lot of time neems the nest 
likely ponsibility since r.jtny of Fopeye's enemies had been crazed by that ex- 
perience, There are plenty of brothers in Folsom or *>aii .^uentin who are cap- 
able of committing the murders in that way^ ruthless beyond imagination* they 
might kill twenty innocent people to get to one enemy. 


There are many lessons to be learned from Fopeye*6 life and one of the most 
important is that a brother or sister who has done a lot of time is not a 
higher political or revolutionary consciousness* The experience is warping 
and dementing; you emerge from it no longer snne. These sisters and brothers 
can never be looked to for leadership* even if they seek such a role, until 
they have first been made whole by the love and understanding of their com- 
rades, Anyone who thinks otherwise* invites tragedy. 


Fopeye had no principled theory and yet we allowed him to dictate tactics; 
tactics that were based only on anger. If his final speeches sounded like the 
words of an agent provocateur* it was only that we were coming closer to see- 
ing the truth; Fopeye had been saying the same things since the day he was 
relcancd from ban Quentin in 1970, There was simply no way for the bo to have 
turned Fopeye into an agent provocateur for he had been one all along; not for 
the man * but in service to his own anger* He was already the bent of all poss- 
ible provocateurs for he believed every word ho said* Sadly* many brothora and 
diotera also cane to believe, V^ith clear eyes* they looked into the face of 
the monster that confrontB un* and determined to tear him apart with a frontal 
Assault, How naive to think that blowing up a building at San tiuentin would /oof

Tmngine the reaction that would follow. The police, whor.o power we are slowly! 
diminiohinE, would become immensely more powerful and everyone would have to 
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suffer. Oondinc them into harming a lot of brothers and sinters is not prin- 
cipled! That is not the wny to educate the people. 


Many people are oppressed by lust for power, greed, selfishness, anti other 
vitiations of consciousness and they, in turn, oppress others. The ruling 
class we call them. To set out to punish all the oppressors is a very large 
task indeed for very few are wholly innocent. As our comrades of tho Kew 
World Liberation Front have wisely seen, the first priority of the revol- 
ution is the conception and acceptance of principled theory, strategy, and 
tactics, in that order. I f we recklessly adopt the tactics of the unprin- 
cipled enemy, we nay become the thing we profess to hate. 


How can we tell a real revolutionary from a phony, a Popeyc Jackson or an 
Alexander Jason? We must start with n clear and acceptable definition and 
this seems easy: A revolutionary in a .sister or brother whose actions are 
in tho interest of the people. Anyone iwho puts their own intorests before 
those of the people, could not be considered very revolutionary, A revo- 
lutionary in nelfloan, a pig in nolfish. Tt takes little more than a ens- 
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iml f^lnnce to toll thf fM ffflronco.. If n comr/ido in alwray:: rendy to holp a 
brother or siotor, or nil the people, with riok or coot given little thoiicht, 
that comrade ir. a revolutionary. It can bo necn in the smallest things for 
it is 0 mistake to think that large actions are more important than small ones; 
you cannot judge the worth of an action by the magnitude of its consequences, 

A smile or a smnll kindness stands on the same level as offering one's life 
for the cause if it springs from revolutionary consciousness. Large changes 
are but the cumulative result of many small actions and large actions cannot 
be done correctly if the small actions are unrevolutionary. Revolutionary 
consciousness discovers its field of expression in every incident and situation 
which might be passed over by an unenlightened comrade as too insignificant to 
~ deserve attention. Large actions should be undertaken by comrades who are in 
the most favorable position to do them but should never be sought for their 
own sake,
